COMPRISES 15 COACHES 


No one should miss seeing the Can- 
adian Army Train that is to be in 
Strathmore April 15 from 3.30 to 5.30 
p.m. 

There is no doubt that after view- 
ing this train visitors will have a more 
intelligent understanding of the var- 
ious units that help to comprise the 
army. 

The train made up of 15 coaches 
including 2 flat cars is painted in the 
colors of the 4 Canadian Divisions 
now overseas, red, blue, French grey 
and maroon. 

Lieut.-Col. J. E. McKenna, M. C. is 
O. C. and in addition there are 60 of- 
ficers and other rank to explain the 
various exhibits. 

Interesting items to be shown. 


Signals— 

How communication is kept up _ be- 
tween front lines and headquarters of 
an army in the field. 


Engineers— 

How rapidly a river may be bridged 
to allow advancing troops to continue, 
despite obstacles. 


R. C. A. S. C.— 

The highly important job of feeding 
the army is shown, meat and other 
foodstuffs are laid out on display— 
and later these same foods are cook- 
ed for the daily consumption of the 
train’s personnel. 


R, C. O, C.— 

The display occupies one whole car. 
Dummies are used to display the uni- 
forms. One exhibit shows a dummy 
standing in sand and under tropical 
trees, clad in full summer dress. 

Another gives full battle dress, etc. 


R. Cc. A— 

This display will appeal to hundreds 
of visitors. On the car is a field gun, 
and its shells. One officer tells vis- 
itors— “Guess ho wwe got it on the 
train and we will give it to you.” 


Dental Corps— 

A complete dental equipment, com- 
prising chairs, instrument cabinets, 
X-ray equipment etc. Royal Canad- 
jan Medical Corps car shows a com- 


ppletely fitted ward with modern med- 
ical equipment as well as supplies of 
blood plasma. 


Royal Trade Schools— 

One of the largest exhibits of the 
train shows the building up of skilled 
craftsmen who are needed as much as 
men for the front lines—. There are 
now 169 trade classifications in the 
army, the majority of which offer 
trades pay. 

Red Cross Exhibit— 

This shows types of food parcels 
sent to prisoners of war. 22,000 food 
parcels each week are sent to prison- 
ers of war in Germany and Italy and 
to date 113,119 acknowledgments have 
ben received. 


Two Flat Cars at the Rear— 

On these cars a 22 ton Val. Tank - 
anti aircraft searchlight. It has a 
power of 600 million candle and can be 
seen from a distance of 65 miles.

@ Vitamin B. Bread— 

By the middle of April, the new Vit- 
amin B (Canada Approved) bread and 
flour will be available all over Can- 
ada. Creamy rather than white in 
color, the new flour will contain more 
Vitamin B. and iron than the custom- 
ary white flour. The flavor will be 
the same, 

Vitamin B combats mental depres- 
sion, fatigue and nervous irritability. 
Vitamin B flour and bread have heen 
in use in Engiand since the early days 
of the war. So beneficial has it proved 
in maintaining morale, that Lord 
Woolton, British Food Controller, has 
issued an order’ prohibiting after 
April 20th ,the baking of bread and 
cakes unless these contain at least 
75 per cent of Vitamin B. flour. 

Sentiment still survives in the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. Though 
the sugar rationing regulations are 
now to be rigidly enforced and bakers 
are prohibited from using sugar for 
icing and frosting cakes; three excep- 
tions are made—

In Creating New Cash 
Crops 


Production of synthetic rubber 
from wheat starch and natural rubber 
from the kKok-sagyz plant, a member 
of the dandelion family which it is be- 
lieved can be grown in Canada, was 
forecast at the eigtht annual National 
Farm Chemurgic Conference just held 
in Chicago, according to Cecil Lamont, 
of Winnipeg, on his return from atten- 
ding theconference on behalf of the 
Line Elevator Companies. More than 
300 representatives of agriculture, in- 
dustry, science and the United States 
Government attended. 

“Manufacture of power alcohol from 
wheat and corn is developing rapidly 
in the United States,” Mr Lamont 
said. “Two plants at Peoria have been

plants will consume 1,500,000 bushels 
of corn and wheat annually and will 
have a daily output of 105,000 gallons 
of alcohol for war uses. Manufactur- 
ing processes have been improved and 


actual production and plant costs are 
substantially less than figures recent- 
ly reported to the Canadian public.” 

“The four regional laboratories er- 
ected by the United States govern- 
ment at a cost of $5,600,000 are now 
in full operation. In addition to exper- 
imenting in most economical means 
of producing power alcohol from wheat 
and other farm crops new industria] 
and war uses for farm products are 
being sought by the 800 research 
chemists engaged in these laborator- 
ies. At two of these laboratories re- 
search is being carried on into find- 
ing industrial uses for wheat. Exper- 
iments are directed to fibres obtained 
from wheat proteins and to wheat 
starches. Dr Henry G. Knight, director 
of the laboratories predicted that rub- 
ber tires will be developed from wheat 
and corn starches within a few years 
time. Low cost building materials 
will be developed from straw and oth- 
er farm wastes. Methods are being de- 
veloped for economical dehydration of 
vegetables and meats to conserve tin 
and shipping space in movement of 
these goods overseas. Cotton is being

Those who say the solution to Ind- 
ian problems is to have the “white 
man” wash his hands of them are 
thinking in terms of’an already thor- 
oughly discredited isolationism. They 
may feel themselves moved by re 


gard for the underdog. But a simple 
exodus of the white man would re- 
move from the 50,000,000 ‘untouch- 
ables’ and the 70,000,000 Moslems in 
India safeguards erected to protect 
“underdogs” in a society drawn on 
rigid caste lines. 


There exists in India today a vast | 


governmental organization based on 
generations of experience not only in 
protecting British interests but in as- 
suring to Indian peoples a_ certain 
minimum of civil rights. Those who 
urge immediate freedom for India may 
well consider whether “freedom” 
means the dismantling of existing 
governmental agencies in which mil- 
lions of people have confidence, and 
if so, whether there is not a surer way 
of achieving political freedom. 

Sir Stafford’s mission is to find this 
surer way. The esteem in which he is 
held by Indian leaders and the fact 
that an Indian settlement is today im- 
perative to the cause of the United 
Nations an dtherefore no longer an ex- 
clusively British, concern, should help 
to assure his success, In the peace- 
making following an Allied victory, 
India’s position will be, not that of a 
subject State against an imperial Pow- 
er but of a member of a society of 
victorious nations, a member posses- 
sed of numerous powerful friends, not 
the least of whom may be in London..

| Women In Service— 


The department of labor is carrying 
;out a manpower registration founded 
;on unemployment insurance records 
| put including non- insurable employ- 
ees. The department has also the ben- 
efit of the national registration rec- 
ords of 1940. A director and associate 
director of national selective service 
have been appointed. Power has been 
given the minister of labor to requis- 
ition for war industry technical men, 
engineers, scientists, etc., working in 
non-essential industry, A wide variety 
of non-war industries are forbidden to 
hire men of military age unless spec- 
ifically permitted by the national sel- 


ective service officers or unless the 


men can show they’re. unfit for milit- 
ary service. Free medical treatment 
will be provided to get men who have 
been rejected, fit for service in the 
forces. 


Farm Labor— 

The shortage of farm labor in part 
of the country and the urgent need of 
keeping up the stream of foodstuffs 
to the allies as well as to fill our own 
requirements, has brought the order 
that farm laborers’ shall not leave 
their work unless to join the active 
forces or take seasonal work in prim- 
ary industries. If they are filling an 
essential service on the farm they 
won't be forced to take the four 
months’ military training. The lack of 
adequate management in industries 
has lead to the establishment of uni- 
versity classes on personnel manage- 
ment.
